and to promote peace, the Western 
League sacrificed Kansas City and 
Milwaukee from its circuit, on the 
promise of the association of or 
league clubs that it would not be Wo- 
ered in classification. A verbal agree- 
ment was entered into, whereby the 
Western League should always remain 
a. Class A league, regardless of the 
population requirement. 

A couple of years later, the Pacific 
Coast League came into organized 
baseball on an agreement. The agree- 
ment Was in writing. however, with

league would be carried in the highest | 
classification at all times. 
COAST LEAGUE HIGHEST. 

It is simple to see that the asso- 
clation is duly bound to carry the 
coast league while the agreement with 
the Western League only stipulates 
that the organization is to remain In 
Class A and not be reduced. This 
statement of affairs is betng explained 
to the delegates who voted No“ at 
today's meeting, and it ts the con- 
census of opinion that the measure 
will carry tomorrow without fail. 

The coast league magnates Were 
present on the floor of the morning 
session. President Al Baum offered a 
resolution to ve a committee of 
three to wait upon the Attorney-Gen- 
eral of the United States and the!

country, to prevent lotteries and poel 
selling ob ball games. It was unani- 
mously carried, and the magnates 
promiged to see that this dangerous

ITHLN two weeks Southern Cali- 

W. will be shipping a thous- 
and tons of borax a month to 

Germany, according to Max P. 

of Hamburg, who arrived at the Van
